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COHASSET. 


There  lnis  hardly  ever  been  a 
summer  when  Cohasset  had  .so 
little  going  on  in  the  way  of  en- 
tertainments. Generally  one  of 
the  religious  society  havetaken  ad- 
vantage of  the  presence  of  the  sum- 
mer residents  to  hold  a  fair  or 
give  an  entertainment  of  some 
kind.

the  amelioration  of  their  coudilioa. 

now  preparing  to  demonstrate  to 
local  public  schools:  the  advanlngcs  of 
hb  system  of  deaf-mulo  cducaliou  by 
constant  intercourse  wilh  those  who  can 
speak  and  hear.  He  says:  "In  ono 
school  in  Boston  all  tho  slndcnts  speak 
and  nearly  all  understand  the  conversa- 
tion of  others  from  their  lips.  They  go 
about  the  nlTairs  of  life  just  as  other 
people  do.  The  la  dies ,  tor  example ,  go 
shopping,  and  they  can  probably  ask  as 
many  questions  in  selecting  a  piece  of 
ribbon  or  a  new  dress  as  ladies  who 
ipeak  aud  hear,  as  they  hnvc  always 
dote.  They  converse  with  case  and 
grace.  You  would  perhaps  obscrvo  a 
slight  peculiarity  of  accent.  Von  might 
lake  them  lor  foreigners,  bnt  yon  would 
not  imagine  that  they  were  not  bearing 
a  word  yon  were  saying.  I  don't  mean 
say  thai  every  stndent  attains  such 
cccs«,  bat  many  of  them  do.  And 
all  of  them  may  acquire  the  ability  lo 
understand  the  conversation  of  Ibcir 
Iriends."  He  further  says  :  "1  nm  nr- 
rungiog  to  teach  a  few  pupils  the  use  ol 
the  organs  ol  speech,  and  at  the  same 
lime  to  tend  them  to  the  public  school. 
I  pursued  this  coarse  with  oue  pupil 
here  recently  with  most  grntilying  re- 
sults. I  also  made  a  similar  experiment 
abroad  not  long  since  with  cqnal  suc- 
cess. I  had  felt  great  regret  that  Scot- 
land— my  native  land — had  done  so 
little  for  tbe  education  ol  deaf  mutes, 
and  I  determined  that  I  would  exempli- 
fy my  theory  there.  So  1  arranged  to 
bare  a  certain  number  of  dcat-mulc 
ehildreo  instructed  ia  the  rise  of  the 
organ*  of  speech  and  in  rending  Ihc 
lips,  and  to  attend  tbe  school  lor  hear- 
ing and  speaking  children  al  the  sumo 
time.  That  was  Tour  or  live  yrors  ago. 
It  was  not  until  recently  that  1  had  mi 
opportunity  to  learn  the  result.  During 
my  visit  to  the  place,  as  I  approached 
the  school  I  met  a  deaf  and  dumb  girl 
ann-ia-arm  wilh  n  hearing  and  speak- 
tag  girl.  They  were  chatting  merrily 
about  a  party  they  bad  atleudcd  the 
nigh:  before,  and  no  one  but  n  very 
done  and  eijwrictKcd  observer  would 
have  known  that  one  of  tire  two  had 
never  heard  a  word  spoken  in  all  her 
life.  The  authorities  told  me  that  Hie 
system  was  very  successful."
